^AlcohoTTsm - Requires’ 
Complex Treatment

Alcoholism affects more than S 1/2 million Americans and 
accounts for one out of three U.S. arrests. 

BUT THE disease not only affects alcoholics. It disrupts 
the lives of families and friends. Living with an alcoholic 
makes It hard to create and maintain a normal family life. 
Alcoholism contributes to divorce. Juvenile delinquency, 
and mental Illness. 


Having an alcoholic as s 
parent upsets the balance In 
family roles. One parent often 
tries to do the work at both 
which undoubtedly has effects 
on the children. They feel un¬ 
able to look to their father for 
strength and guidance or to 
their mother for love and un¬ 
derstanding. 

OFTEN THE alcoholic may 
choose certain members of 
the family as favorites, caus¬ 
ing them to split Into competi¬ 
tive groups. Over-dependence 
or putting undue blame on the 
unaffected parent may also oc¬ 
cur. 

In talking with some of those 
who are close to people af¬ 
fected by alcoholism, this 
reporter found that their 
family lives are almost non¬ 
existent. 

JOHN, long ago a law 
student, now walks the streets* 

His wife, aside from be¬ 
ing a nervous wreck, has tu¬ 
berculosis and hasn't money 
enough for adequate treat¬ 
ment. Fortunately, his sons 
■were able to overcome their 
Inferiority complexes and 
embarrassment to achieve 
fairly normal lives. Both are 
now engineering students. They 
come home only to see their 
mother. 

Jane’s family was not so 
“fortunate.” After three 
marriages and three divor¬ 
ces, Jane came to llv? w i 
her mother. She brought 1 a 
her two pre-school child a 
and a 14-year-old son. 

UNABLE TO hold a steady 
Job, she began drinking more. 
Her son locked himself In his 
room to avoid his mother. He 
became nervous and began to 
fall in school. He would not 
allow his friends to visit him 
when his mother was home. 
The other two children, though 
too young to fully understand, 
knew something was wrong. 

WHEN HER money ran 
out, Jane borrowed from the 
neighbors and finally began 
drinking rubbing alcohol. One 
night she had the final drink. 
She was rushed to the hospital 
but never regained conscious¬ 
ness. 

Her son said he was too 
embarrassed to attend the 


funeral. Two weeks later, her 
third husband killed himself. 
Her mother Is now near In¬ 
sanity. 

Alcoholism requires more 
complex treatment than most 
diseases. Hie family must play 
a large part In that treat¬ 
ment. They must help the 
alcoholic reject excuses and 
denials of his weakness. He 
must be made to realize he 
can’t Just cut down on liquor, 
he must avoid It completely. 
To do this he needs firmness 
and sympathy backing him. 

THERE ARE community 
agencies, medical resources, 
and other professionals who 
will assist alcoholics and 
their families. Most states have 
alcoholism programs which 
give assistance In finding 
treatment resources. 

The National Council on 
Alcoholism, located at 2 Park 
Avenue, New York, New York, 
Is a good source of Informa¬ 
tion on how to conquer alco¬ 
holism. 

Alcoholics Anonymous, the 
best known organization, util¬ 
izes a “Twelve Steps” pro¬ 
gram to achieve and maintain 
sobriety. Most AA groups are 
listed In the telephone book. 

ALCOHOLISM Is not sim¬ 
ply a moral problem but a dis¬ 
ease. And like other diseases 
it requires medical atten¬ 
tion, not sympathy and shame. 
With this idea In mind, It Is 
plain to see that In order to 
overcome alcoholism it will 
take the co-operation not 
only of those directly affect¬ 
ed by the disease, but also by 
every person concerned about 
his fellow man.

Shoplifting At A Minimum

Storeowners show shoplifters sympathy, but want stlffer 
penalties Is the concensus of opinion here In Martin. 

A local supermarket caught 15 shoplifters in one week two 
years ago. 

CONTR ARY TO the reported nationwide increase, shop¬ 
lifting Is no greater problem locally than it was three years ago. 
In fact, some local businessmen think It may have decreased. 

MOST LOCAL store managers feel that their shoplifting 
problem Is average or below. One local drug store owner thinks 
he has no shoplifting problem at all. 

“I treat people like human beings, and If you treat people 
decently, they’ll treat you that way,’’ the manager said. 

MERCHANTS who apprehend thieves usually swear out war¬ 
rants for arrests. Minors customarily are reported to their 
parents. 

Certain businesses have let a few shoplifters go unreport¬ 
ed. A supermarket operator let one man go because, unlike 
most suspects, he admitted he had stolen from them before. 
A druggist let one boy go because he was a minor.

THERE IS evidently no 
correlation between economic 
status or age and the poten¬ 
tiality to shoplift. Most town 
merchants agree that their 
suspects range from poor to 
rich and from young to old. No 
certain group steals more than 
the rest. 

Small, expensive items con¬ 
stitute most of the thefts. Items 
such as dr jgs, canned goods, 
magazines, ana shoes are 
popular with the looters. 

Thefts are heaviest In win¬ 
ter. This may be because long 
coats provide easy conceal¬ 
ment. 

SHOPLIFTERS appear to be 
a daring group. In some In¬ 
stances they continue to return 
to shop at a business where 
they were caught stealing. 
Often their only excuse for 
stealing is that their friends 
did It so they came to see if 
they could. 

The feeling that the pen¬ 
alty for local shoplifting is 
too light is practically un¬ 
animous among town busi¬ 
nessmen. Some think the regu¬ 
lar $16.50 fine should be 
higher while others believe no 
fine is enough punishment. 

UNLIKE MOST towns-col¬ 
lege or not— this one doesn’t 
have a problem with shop¬ 
lifters.

Later, however, the book¬ 
store discovered the error. 
A short Investigation follow¬ 
ed and the bookstore brought 
charges against the nine. Be¬ 
fore disciplinary action was 
taken the accused repaid the 
bookstore for the value of the 
books. Then the Dean of Stu¬ 
dents Office weighed the evi¬ 
dence and decided on punish¬ 
ment. 




ONE OF the students plac¬ 
ed on probablon, a sophomore, 
received punishment because 
of a double charge. He was 
also charged with being under 
the Influence of alcohol besides 
being charged with the sale of 
books that did not belong to 
him. 

The second charge against 
him grew out of the first charge. 
On March 24 he went to Dean 
Jessele Stokes’ office at 5:55 
PM to settle the case of sell¬ 
ing the books. He was alleged¬ 
ly under the Influence of al¬ 
cohol at the time and he ad¬ 
mitted to have been drinking, 
Dean Stokes said. 

THE SUSPENDED student 
also had a double charge against 
him but he received a harsher 
punishment than the others. 
When it was detected that he was 
on disciplinary probation before 
he sold the books, he was sus¬ 
pended. 

Two other cases Involving 
Illegal books sales remain un¬ 
solved. They are still under in¬ 
vestigation and no facts con¬ 
cerning either has been releas¬ 
ed. 

IN OTHER Dean of Stu¬ 
dents Office action, a student 
has been placed on disciplin¬ 
ary probation for having35 bot¬ 
tle rockets In his room. This 
was In violation of university 
rules on explosive devices.
